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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not pursuasive. It is 
noted that providing an object level access control between the managers and the managed objects or determining on a managed objedt 
level may be operating differently than how the examiner interpreted the claims. Page 46 of the specification, i.e., enclosed disclosure, 
details that "variations, modifications, additions and improvements may fall within the scope of the invention as detailed within the 
claims" Therefore, since applicant's claims do not specifically detail the performance of the object level access control or determining of' 
a managed object level and clearly reads upon the examiner's interpretation of these actions, the rejections are maintained..
